Marketing Milk 
Viable Alternative 


While the majority Guernsey 
breeders contract with processing 
firms, cooperatives independent 
dairies market their milk, some 
farmers have developed their own 
direct sales operation sell quality 
Guernsey milk products. Four Guern- 
sey operations have shared some 
their background 
about milk marketing with and their 
comments follow this round table dis- 
cussion that subject. 

How, when and why did you begin 
processing and selling dairy prod- 
ucts from high solids milk con- 
sumers? 

Bergey: sold cream processed 
neighbor’s processing plant from 1933 
1947. Our own small processing 
plant was built 1947 when Ber- 
gey saw the need for business his 
own pass his sons. 

Maplevale: 1962 started sell- 
ing small amount raw Guernsey 
milk from our bulk tank. 1963 in- 
stalled processing equipment and sold 
milk consumers glass jugs their 
own containers the barn. 1966 
built our present store about 500 yards 
from the barn state highway which 
also approach road Interstate 
80. From our start until 1976 sold 
only Pasteurized-Homogenized Guern- 
sey Royal Milk. 1976 added 
Guern-Z-Skim and Guernsey Gold. 
These two products total about one- 
third our sales today. Due the addi- 
tion the percentage Holstein 
milk (average test has been consistently 
above 4%) discontinued use the 
trademark program December 
1981. 

Raemelton: The bottling process 
was started 1910, the object being 
supply quality product the people 
Mansfield. 

Thatcher: purchased the opera- 
tion from George Thatcher three years 
ago. The price was right and wanted 
get into the dairy business. 

Give some background your 
direct sales operation. 


Bergey: are producing 400 gal- 
lons per day. This processed 
variety products. Three trucks 
deliver homes daily, plus sales our 
store. handle homogenized milk, 
low-fat, creamline, skim, chocolate 
milk, buttermilk, butter, cream and ice 
cream. 

Maplevale: addition our milk 
our store operation has grown in- 
clude large line groceries, farm 
produce season, frozen meats and 
seafoods, deli meats, cheeses and 
salads, sandwiches, ice cream cones, 
milk shakes and full line on-the-farm 
bake shop. Our milk sales represent 
percent percent our total sales 
volume. are open 364 days year 
(closed Christmas) from a.m. 
p.m. daily and until p.m. Friday. 
employ four full-time people and 
several high school students part-time 
our store and bake shop. buy our 
dairy by-products—cottage cheese, 
buttermilk, sour cream, etc. from 
small local independent dairy. Our ice 
cream cones come from the Hershey Ice 
Cream Company. 

Raemelton: average 450 quarts 
daily. Most this purchased drive- 
customers. small portion 
delivered customers who have been 
customers have been taken for 
years. produce whole raw milk, 
skim raw milk, half half, coffee cream 
and whipping cream. must produce 
all the milk sell. 

Thatcher: process about 1500 
1700 gallons day. This covers all the 
stores Albuquerque and some the 
stores Santa Fe. handle table 
cream, whipping cream, half and half, 
homogenized-pasteurized whole milk, 
low fat, skim milk, pasteurized raw 
milk, natural ice cream—vanilla and 
chocolate only and the best egg nog 
the world. All our milk produced 
David Handley’s Veguita Guernsey 
Farm. use all Guernsey milk. 

Which products are the great- 
est demand? 


Bergey: Homogenized low-fat Guern- 
sey Gold milk and ice cream. 

Maplevale: Our regular whole milk, 
cheese and ice cream. 

Raemelton: Two-thirds whole milk 
and one-third skim milk. 

Thatcher: Our homogenized-pas- 
teurized whole milk, course, the 
best seller. However, the pasteurized 
raw milk also very good item. 
good for people with milk allergies. 

What special promotion and ad- 
vertising are part your mer- 
chandising program? 

Bergey: promote with free book- 
lets containing recipes from our prod- 
ucts. also use advertisements 
telephone directory, local newspaper 
under things Eat’’ and have 
farm tours. 

Maplevale: Our advertising program 
not what should be. the present 
rely mainly widely listened 
local radio station and large, change- 
able lighted sign board front the 
store. the past have used 
Dairy Month for $1.00 
per gallon once week, corn roasts, 
floats parades, milk booths and 
samples connection with our cattle 
exhibits local fairs and some news- 
paper ads. All have value but are hard 
measure. also welcome school 
and scout groups for tours anytime. 

Raemelton: Our customers are our 
greatest source advertisement. The 
customers being able view the facili- 
ties which the cows are kept adds 
their confidence. 

Thatcher: little advertising 
but not very much. use newspaper 
ads and some television advertising. 

high quality, high solids milk 
special drawing card consumers? 

Bergey: Yes! 

Maplevale: Yes, our competitor sells 
Holstein milk lower price, but 
have never had problem holding our 
volume. 

Raemelton: The freshness, high 
quality and glass containers preserving 
the quality the product are the rea- 
sons for satisfied customers. 

Thatcher: Our high quality product 
brings our customers in. like 
think are the best the state. 

what ways consumers con- 
sider your products unique from 
that your competition? 

Bergey: Our customers like the fresh- 


Maplevale Farm, Brookville, 


Maplevale Farm was established years ago James Harding. 
The first Guernseys arrived the farm 1919 and the breed has 
been there ever since. Gene took over the farm 1951 after gradua- 
tion from Penn State University. managed the operation until his 
death 1974. Janet worked with the AGCC and Golden Guernsey, 
Inc. prior her marriage Gene 1958. The five Harding children 
have taken active part all phases the operation from the time 
they could walk. They milk cows with lactation average 12,000 
pounds milk and 540 pounds fat.

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Raemelton Dairy, Mansfield, 


Raemelton Dairy was founded 1910 when milk was bottled and 
sold daily due the lack refrigeration. Today the milk still pro- 
duced, bottled and sold fresh daily. This freshness what Raemelton 
customers call satisfaction. The farm managed Ralph and Martha 
Turley and their son, Jeff. The Turleys have very active part the 
Ohio Guernsey Breeders’ Association with Ralph past president 
the Association and currently chairperson the 1983 AGCC Conven- 
tion committee. The herd consists Guernseys with rolling herd 
average 13,500 pounds milk and 630 pounds fat. They farm 


400 acres corn and hay crops. 
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ness our products. Also being able 
purchase quality product the farm. 
Creamline and glass bottles are rare. 

Our major competition 
comes from the supermarkets. Our milk 
fresher, richer and cheaper! Until 
February our milk was packaged 
glass gallon bottles. Due the ever 
increasing price glass, seemingly 
higher breakage rate and the costs 
handling bottles, converted single 
use plastic gallons and 
gallons. are not completely happy 
with this change. The new containers 
are expensive and also you lose your 
hold your customers. 

Raemelton: Our milk raw, bottled 
glass, fresh daily and from Guernsey 
cows. 

Thatcher: The flavor the Guernsey 
milk and the butterfat content what 
our customers find unique about our 
product. just good rich milk. 

What recommendations and sug- 
gestions would you give people 
interested starting processing 
and sales operation? 

Bergey: good location, cleanliness 
and quality are the most important 
factors. 

Maplevale: There are times when 
recommendations would DON’T! 
But the whole you can answer the 
following questions with yes 
worth considering: 

you like people and are you 
willing spend time serving and 
pleasing them? 

you have strong desire 
tell the story agriculture, par- 
ticularly dairy farming, the con- 
sumer—constantly? The milk 
jugger can more than any other 
segment the dairy industry 
promote milk sales and increase 
the consumption dairy products. 
need more this type mar- 
keting but full-time job. 
you have good highway location 
(easily accessible) and you have 
enough potential customers 
market all the milk you will want 
produce. All milk juggers have 
some surplus some time during 
the year. very difficult mar- 
ket surplus. Federal orders and 
cooperatives fear competition from 
independent dairy and make 
the marketing extra milk 
serious problem jugger. Class 
price hardly sufficient com- 


pensation you have large 
volume surplus over what you 
can sell direct the consumer. 

Are you willing you have 
interested, capable person run 
your dairy plant? This extremely 
important work and must done 
with the same care and regularity 
milking your cows. 

Consider your store hours care- 
fully. Are you prepared 
all times even you are not 
actually there run the cash regis- 
ter and stock the shelves? you 
cannot there you have 
family member employee you 
can really depend your 
absence. Customers are your most 
valued asset and must treated 
with much care and considera- 
tion your livestock. 

Can you charge enough for milk 
offset the extra costs pro- 
cessing, bottling and operating 
your retail outlet? This becomes 
very difficult areas where super- 
markets and convenience stores 
use milk loss leader draw 
trade into their markets. 
Pennsylvania, are somewhat 
protected minimum retail milk 
pricing which applies stores and 
retail milk routes. long 
produce all the milk sell and sell 
our own on-the-farm store, 


are allowed set our own price. 
And price coupled with quality, 
good tasting milk are the factors 
which draw and hold customers. 

Raemelton: Location, high quality 
product and dedicated labor are must 
you wish process and sell your own 
milk. 

Thatcher: Maintain only good Guern- 
sey milk, that itself would the best 
suggestion. Don’t really need special 
advertising because the high-quality 
milk the best advertising. 

Other comments your opera- 
tion. 

Bergey: have had home delivery 
service from the beginning. Our farm 
store opened 1978. The total sales 
from the store are half our gross in- 
come. This does include other products 
such grain and natural foods. 

Maplevale: believe this decision 
must based how much more time 
and effort family wishes devote 
already demanding job dairy 
farming plus really hard look the 
economic factors whether selling 
milk this way can profitable 
selling wholesale. our case when

After 
spending few days listening the 
comments people who have spent 
lifetime the cheesemaking industry, 
one thing becomes apparent. End-prod- 
uct pricing (paying for milk its 
butterfat and protein content) 
longer considered fad, but rapidly 
becoming way doing business. 

enlightening listen the com- 
ments from owners and operators 
plants that manufacture milk into hard 
products about the end-product pricing 
system developed Dr. C.A. Ernstrom 
Utah State University. During 
swing through southern Wisconsin 
late June and early July visited with 
cheesemakers who had just gone 
end-product pricing, those who had 
been for about year, and those 
who were considering end-product 
pricing and those who were hearing 
about for the first time. Dr. Ernstrom 
happened southern Wisconsin 
and presented one session this sub- 
ject audience which included both 
dairymen and processors. 


Can’t make cheese from water... 


Ernstrom explained that the basis 
the program the Van Slyke and Price 
cheese yield formula which determines 
the amount product processing 
plant can expect get from milk based 
its butterfat and protein content. 
Knowing the value the end product, 
the processing plant then able 
determine what can afford pay for 
milk. This system works for all cheese 
and most hard products, but the 
example shown here based ched- 
dar cheese percent moisture that 
has value $1.33 per pound, with the 
extra butterfat worth $1.50 per pound. 
Under traditional milk pricing $12.50 
.16 per point fat, milk would 
priced follows for all protein levels: 


3.7%F $12.82 
4.0%F 13.14 
4.7%F 14.62 
5.0%F 14.90 


Ernstrom compared paying for milk 
protein and butterfat content basis 
with the traditional method paying 
volume basis with adjustments for 
butterfat test. example showed 
that where producers paid $12.50 per 
hundredweight with butterfat dif- 
ferential cents per point, milk 
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testing 3.8 percent would worth 
$12.98 per hundredweight. simply 
adding 15.15 pounds water that 
milk, its average composition would 
3.3 percent butterfat and the dairyman 
would paid $14.03 per hundred- 
weight. Ernstrom brought home the 
point, saying, got paid for pro- 
ducing more water, and you can’t make 
cheese out water.” 

Ernstrom then gave the names 
some equipment manufacturers which 
make protein-testing equipment for 
plants that were interested. One mem- 
ber the audience who had recently 
started paying for milk based end- 
product pricing was Art Stocker 
Shullsburg Creamery Shullsburg, 
WI. conversation Stocker noted that 
had become increasingly difficult 
the last five years get the desired 
yield out the milk was buying 
during the summer months. made 
the decision end-product 
pricing the beginning June, about 
four five months after initially 
hearing about it. Stocker said end-

dairymen with recommendations for 
feeding increased protein yields. 


Adapt lose 


What the future plants that 
choose not adopt the end-product 
pricing formula? According Dr. Ern- 
strom they will either broke or, 
cases where organization has both 
fluid and hard product market, the 
hard products will subsidized the 
fluid portion the market. 

Traveling with Arnie Knight the 
Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders Associa- 
tion, one gains appreciation for how 
end-product pricing has evolved Wis- 
consin. Knight, Bringe and Calvin 
Covington National All-Jersey were 
the principal people involved knock- 
ing cheese plant doors and asking for 
the opportunity explain end-product 
pricing. When they could convince the 
plant operator that this method 
pricing milk had some potential, they 
then offered the plant opportunity 
try load high-solids milk which was 
these efforts the first plant went end- 
product pricing September 1981, and 
since that time has snowballed. 
Knight now finds that spends most 
his time answering calls from plants 
requesting more information and spe- 
cifics end-product pricing. 

visit one these cheese plants 
with Knight provided some insight into 
the thought process cheese processor 
goes through prior adopting end- 
product pricing. Since this plant still 
has few details check before 
adopting the program, not its 
best interest for name them speci- 
fically this article. However, should 
noted that this private plant well- 
respected operation that has been run 
effectively and efficiently family 
enterprise for couple generations. 
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Visiting with Knight, this owner-opera- 
tor inquired how might receive 
the computer program produce the 
end-product pricing printout for his pro- 
ducers. When Knight explained that 
this was available from National All- 
Jersey Dr. Ernstrom and supplied 
him with example that would 
appropriate for the type cheese his 
plant was making, the owner-operator 
listened intently and carefully went 
through the information. 

his conversation with Knight the 
owner-operator said, makes lot 
sense. only concern adopting 
this program whether the theoretical 
yields can recovered actual prac- 
tice. Our plant has gotten the protein- 
testing equipment and have been 
experimenting with this information for 
the last eight months, and have 
found that the formula The 
cheesemaker continued, the past 
cheesemakers were complaining that 
the yield down, the yield down... 
but didn’t have the courage lower 
the price. This pricing formula takes 
care 

The plant owner further noted that 
this not breed issue, and observed 
that more plants end-product 
pricing, only the tailend (low solids) 
milk will rattling around. Obviously 
keen businessman, this cheesemaker 
indicated that didn’t need the milk, 
but was doing economical 
move. Recognizing that might lose 
some his producers who have low 
butterfat and protein test, the owner 
asked Knight’s help lining some 
high-solids producers should this 
happen. 

Leaving the session with this cheese- 
maker and seeing his efficient opera- 
tion, one had feeling both thor- 
oughness and some anxiety. The 
cheesemaker had thoroughly checked 
out this new pricing formula and had 
convinced himself that was fair both 
his producers and his plant. The 
sense anxiety seemed come from 
knowing that other organizations his 
area were not paying this basis and 
that wanted hold the high-solids 
milk that was most profitable him, 
needed move quickly.

cheese plant that made the decision 
ber 1981 Frigo Cheese Wyocena, 
Wisconsin. Jim Karpinsky Frigo 
explains that they went this system 
gradually after experimenting with 
tanker loads milk they received from 
Tri-State last September and October. 
The major reason for Frigo adopting 
this system was that they wanted ob- 
tain milk supply and they wanted 
economical. With smile that sug- 
gests that knows made the right 


move, Karpinsky observes, took 
couple months make sure that the 
yield formula worked. now believe it’s 
the only fair way pay farmer for 
milk make 

Frigo Cheese started with its first 
farmer-producer December, now 
uses 60,000 pounds milk each day 
and would like get another 
40,000 pounds high-solids milk. 
Wanting help his farmer-producers, 
Karpinsky looking for information 
help dairymen feed cattle for more total 
protein production. Karpinsky cites 
what this can mean producer 
high-solids milk with the following 
example 60-cow herd which had 
test 4.4 percent butterfat and 3.9 per- 
cent protein. For one month’s milk 
Frigo Cheese paid this producer 
$1,001.31 more than would have 
received from his previous plant which 
was paying just butterfat differen- 
tial. Karpinsky notes that was able 
pay the dairyman that additional 
amount and Frigo Cheese made money 
too. 

During the visit Karpinsky told 
Knight that the plant had been 
successful with end-product pricing 
blue cheese that they were considering 
making another cheese the plant 
well. Knight was able provide the 
end-product pricing chart for this 
cheese supplied National All- 
Jersey. 

Knight observes that some the 
large organizations which process both

Performance Bonus 

addition their regular wages, 
Knoxland employees are challenged 
with series performance bonuses 
covering everything from calf mortal- 
ity conception rate milk quality. 

Knox says doesn’t know where 
first got the bonus idea. does 
know, however, that all started 
with the calf bonus. “We saw our 
losses from six seven percent 
down three percent one year. 
For the past two years have lost 
less than one percent our calves.” 

Each year 150 170 calves are 
started, with the calf raisers receiving 
extra $25 for each individual alive 
182 days age. It’s not all one 
sided, however, for each calf that 
dies, $400 deducted from the bonus 
payment. qualify the calf has 
born without any apparent health 
problems and cannot more than 
days premature. The bonus paid 
yearly and divided among the 
individual employees directly in- 
volved calf raising. 

unusual situation arises with 
embryo transfer calves. Knoxland 
maintains large heifer herd which 
breeders needing recipients carry 
embryos can have transplants done 
fora fee. These calves, when born, 
are worth for each day alive fora 
maximum $20 with $200 being 
deducted for each one that dies. 

Knox says has seen definite 
improvement the interest his calf 
crew takes with the animals. cites 
the example employee coming 
the barn for milk his day off. 
Rather than just getting the milk then 
climbing back into his car and driving 
off, the man will take few extra 
minutes check the calves. 

Knoxland’s calving interval bonus 
sets 12.8 months the desired goal 
with 12.6 optimum for cows and 13.0 
for heifers. Cows held open for super- 
ovulation are excused. Employees 
involved heat detection, insemina- 
tion and record keeping share $30 per 
cow for 12.8 calving 
the April DHI report each year. For 
each tenth month more than 
12.8, deducted. With 320.6 cow 
years possible for the employ- 
ees share $9618 added income.

The 
farm sells them calves market 
prices and charges fee for raising 
them milking age.

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BUTTERFAT DEPRESSION...A WARNING SIGNAL 


Reduced fat tests can signal nutritional problems deserving immediate 
attention the dairyman. Hot weather can also factor. 


Researcher Discusses Natural 
Buffers For Butterfat Depression 

natural butterfat depression 
frequently observed during the hot 
summer months could mask more 
severe problem according one 
researcher. 

“Atsome time nearly every section 
the faces some kind heat 
stress its cow population,” says 
Dr. Jim Loften, dairy nutritionist 
the Ralston Purina Co. “When they 
are stressed, cow’s fat tests can suffer 
percent.” 

This usually caused reduced 
pasture quality containing less fiber 
than available the late spring 
the cows simply drinking more 
water and reducing salivation. Loften 
warns that dairymen should establish 
threshold which point reduced 
fat tests should signal problem 
which needs immediate attention. 

“At Purina have set guideline 
butterfat,” explains, noting that 
seasonal slump should not last for

more than few days couple 
weeks during hot spell. Loften says 
that the fat test continues between 
the 10-20 percent level for any longer 
than that, the dairyman should begin 
looking for causes other than the 
weather. 

depression can

“Saliva carries natural buf- 
fering compounds which promote 
rumen stability and increase the 
explains. 

case feeding large quanti- 
ties grain high-producing cows, 
the rumen bacteria switch from pri- 
marily digesting fiber primarily 
digesting starch. result, more 
propionic acid produced, altering 
the acetic-propionic acid ratio. This, 
turn lowers the blood levels milk 
fat precursors which are necessary 
for the synthesis butterfat the 
udder. Because high carbohydrate 
intake, weight gain increases but fat 
content decreases. 

The feeding high moisture grains 
and forages can have the same effect 
according Loften. “Researchers 
comparing dry shelled corn and 
ensiled shelled corn have found that 
rations containing ensiled high 
moisture corn produce lower fat 
content than dry shelled corn rations 
when similar amounts dry matter 
were fed each ration,” explains. 

“High moisture forages with in- 
creased levels grain will also re- 
duce the flow saliva the rumen,” 
continues. “With high moisture 
grains, chewing time reduced and 
there resulting decreased flow 
saliva the rumen.” 


Particle Size 

Saliva flow also reduced when 
ground hay substituted for long 
percent the total diet, finely ground 
roughages can adversely affect butter- 
fat production,” Loften claims. 

“We also need consider particle 
size forages,” continues. “Purina 
Dairy Research recommends feeding 
silage chopped smaller than 3/8 
inch and haylage smaller than 
1/2 inch.” 

Fiber content can also affect saliva 
production, and turn, fat test. 
“When the total ration lactating 
cow contains less than percent 
crude fiber, the fat test may 
depressed,” Loften claims.

Feeding Practices 

Loften also lists several feeding 
practices which can affect butterfat 
tests. “Recent studies show that 
feeding cows six times day instead 
two times helps maintain more 
stable rumen environment, with less 
variation the rumen when 
measured frequently over hour 
periods,” Loften says. “Cows fed 
twice daily averaged 3.6 percent fat 
test while cows fed six times averaged 
four percent.” 

The number milkings per day 
can also affect fat content according 
Loften. “If the time between 
milkings uneven, the fat test will 
higher the milk obtained following 
the shorter period,” explains. “For 
example, one interval hours 
followed 14-hour interval, the 
test would higher after the 10-hour 
interval. These differences, however, 
should not affect long-term results,” 
says. 

“Many times dairymen try 
correct depressed butterfat simply 
adding buffer and result, 
experience discouraging results. The 
Purina program recognizes there 
combination factors that can affect 
butterfat test and all these factors 
need considered,” Loften con- 
tinues. 

“It really boils down two things 
that can cure dairy problems, 
balanced nutrition and sound man- 
agement,” concludes.

Milk Production 
Increase Health Costs 


HERD HEALTH costs represent only about five 
percent the cost producing milk, but some con- 
cern about rising health costs with selection for 
increased yield has been expressed. recent study 
from Iowa State R.D. Shanks and others has 
shown total health care costs nearly indepen- 
dent yield. This result should suppress concern 
about radical shifts health care costs due selec- 
tion for higher yield. However, also says that 
must select for improved health care costs im- 
prove them genetically. Selection will difficult due 
the shortage complete health data through DHI 
and the small portion variation health costs 
under genetic control. Best bet for the present 
monitor health care costs and improve management 
reduce costs.
